Ants and butterflies are not ordinarily on the most 
friendly terms, for ants have a ruthless.custom of seizing 
and devouring their ed uaintances, There is, 
however, one species of. butterfly, the larve of which 
are protected: by the large black ants found in Indian 
gardens and houses, 

The secret of this care lies in the fact that the larvae 
exude liquid of which the ants are very fond, and which 
they obtain by gently stroking the little creatures with 
their antenne. At the foot of a bush on which the larvae 
feed, the ants construct a temporary nest, and are then 
ready to act as attentive nurses. 

About the middle of June the ants are busy running 
about on this bush, in search of the larvm, and driving

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HOW TO TREAT CRIMINALS, 
AccompINo To Siz Epmunp Du Cans. 


_. P.W. bad an interview the other morning with Major- 
Genera] Sir Edmund Do Cane, Obairman of the Police 
Commissioners. Sir Edmund has been en, in th 
management of convicts for many years, both in Western 
Au-tralia aod this country ; but anyone more anlike th 
stern, barsh official which the popular mind is wont tk 
represent the prison disciplinarian it is impossible to con- 
ceive, for Sir Edmund's face positively beams with 
benevolence, 

“ What we are attempting to do in association with the 
Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies,” said Sir Edmund, “ is 
to wy and induce a mano who has once been in prison tu 
take to an honest livelihood. This is not by auy means 
ap easy task, for it is my experience that people do not 
steal because they are poverty-stricken, but because they 
are idle, and want to get rich without work 
_ “ This statement is supported by the-fact that they are 
idle in:pri_n:aa well: as.out of'it, " In'1892 uo fewer than - 
13.677 maies were: punished for idlenews alone, Very 
many thieves hardly look upon a theft as a crime. 
When they are captured, they quite ignore the fact. 
of their wrong-doing, and persuade themselves into the 
belief that they huve been merely unlucky, and tbat 
their next crime is not likely to be discov The con- 
sequence is they thieve — The year before last 
there were io our gaols 49,937 males and 26,209 females 
who had been previously convicted. 

“The Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies endeavour to 
find employment for all released prisoners, For instance, 
@ map who has been esntenced to three mouths’ impri- 
eonment may, by es witb good behaviour, earn 10s, 
while in confinement. ‘This sum the Societies, ia many 
cases, augments to £2, so that the wan shail have a 
proper start. They then try to get him work, often 
affording him shelter in the meanwhile. 

“At the present moment the prison population is 
alightly increasing, but sver since the year 1878, when: it 
teached its highest point, up to last-year there was a con- 
tinuous fall, aud this despite the tremendous inorease in 
ares In 1879 there were 11.660 convicts in Eng- 

d; now there are ander 5,000. [n 1863 ao fewer 
than 3,071 were sentenced to penal servitude ; the year 
before last this figure had fallen to 694 There were 
£1,000 in local prisons, now there are 14,000 only—two- 
iy a 4 : 

“ Our whole prison m is decreasing in cost in a 
higher ratio, I am a say. Twenty years ago our 
prisse expenditare reached e total of £880,000, Now it 

only £516,000. Again, fifteen yeurs ago we had 113 
local yaols ; uow we have 56, aud since 1851 nine convict 
prisons have been closed.” 

“ Don't you think, Sir Edmund, that the state of the 
labour market influences the tendency to crime ?” 

“ Want of employment has tittle or ao connection with 
crime,” replied the General, “and there is this irre- 
sistible fact tq prove what I state. In winter it will be 
‘generally admitted that there is always a greater ecarcity 
of work than there is in. summer, yet the :.gaols ara 
invariubly fuller in summer, when there is plenty of work, 
than in qinter, when there is sup to be eo mach 
distress. To go into statistics of past fifteen 
crime has been highest in the month of October an 
lowest in February. 

“ Now, Sir Edmund, will you tell me ff you belicve in 
giving dinners to discharged i as is the custom 
now?” 

“ Emphatically no. I view the bringing together of 
disch criminals as 8 most unwise proceeding. What 
we ought to do is to get them situations, distribute them 
far and wide. and obliterate from their miuds all thoughts 
of crime and old associations. But to bring them toge- 
ther around a dinner table recalls the old familiar scen 
and leaves others to think that crime is not so very bed 
after all. 

“ There is really no need to bring ex-criminals under 
one roof, and to my mind they ought to be lost for 
ever in the crowd of honest Peep , provided, of course, 
they are honest themselves. The result of the various 
effurts at prevention has been that the source of the 
supply of young criminals bas been cut olf, and the 
average age of gaol-birds has increased. 

“ Naturally, there are many criminals whom we can 
never hope tocure. I have known men of forty and 
fifty years of age who have ta good deal more than 
half of their lives in compulsory confinement. Now I 
think it would be quite legitimate to lock up such folk 
as these as incorrigible. 

“They are not lunatics, in the strict sense of the word 
but very many of them are defective in brain. This I 
have ascertained frora long observation. They may 
succeed in remaining out of prisou for a sbort time, but 
they invariably go back again. You can't cure them, and 
I will give you figures for one year taken atrandom. I 
find that there were no fewer than 600 males and 87 
females over sixty years of age in prison. 

“I don’t think that very short sentences help to 6 
crime, but I do not advocate long sentences. I 
that a sentence of five years will often be as beneficial as 
one of ones. i moat ave punenomet & man can 
have is ing, but bbis will never reoeral, for the 
simple retbe that the public would not think it suitable 
in the aad mejority of instances, nor, I muat confess, 
ebould J.”

LEARNING TO. TOBOGGAN. 

LEaRNING to get about on snow-shoes is a fairly good 
test for even the most robust nerves, but an even surer 
test is to.take a man to the ice-hills of St. Petersburg 
and let him see whether he can deliberately hurl himeelf 
down the grim decline without flinching. If he can do 
this, he may fairly claim to be a brave of the first water. 

Let me describe these ice-hills. In a secluded corner 
of one of the islands on the Neva there is a long avenue, 
ateither end of which is erected in winter a tall platform, 
reached by three flights of stairs, and standing about as 
high as anaverage house, Sloping down from the land- 

is the ice-hill itself, 

‘The slope is first built of wood, and then covered with 
thick squares of ice, which are frozen together and worked 
until their:surface is like a mirror, On each side of the 
hill are bulwarks about three feet high, while, stretching 
wy oe foot of ‘the slope, is the “ran:”" =)” 

‘This consists: of no‘Jesa smooth and slippery slabs of 
ice, frozen together to form an unbroken stretch several 
hundred yards in length, reaching to the far end of the 
avenue. The width of this ice-lane is about two yards. 
At the end of this run is a second ice-hill, with a second 
run parallel to the first. Thus a sledge goes down one 
hill and up another, and is then started back to ita 
original destination. 

The sledges themselves are the neatest little things 
possible, They are made of iron, are very heavy for 
their size, and are ornamented with velvet cushions, 
bearing the embroidered monograms and crests of their. 
owners, The ice-hills are supported by the annual sub- 
scriptions of members, the fee being about a guinea.

Perhaps the most amusing of all the methods of flying 
the hill is by “ omnibus,” which means a collection of six 
or eight or any number of sledges, whose occupants, all 
kneeling, cling on to one another as best they can. The 
weight of the “omnibus” gives a much greater impetus 
to the sledges and their speed is tremendous, 

During a considerable experience of toboganning, I have 
never witn a single serious accident, though the 

ills are of course numerous, I know of nothing so £as- 
cinating as this sport. The exercise is glorious, and the 
excitement quite sufficient to prevent the sameness pf the 
occupation becoming wearisome, But I shall.’ never 
forget the terrible moment of my first start, whon 1 sat 
balanced over the edge of the dreadful abyss, and faced 
the ordeal of that firat awful plunge into space.

t is only wong saltlons that eg deer really gets away 
from Monte Carlo ahead of the kk, They may win 
heavily for an hour or even a day, but the chances are 
that they will loge it all the next. A player who is 
putting up “ the bank’s money "is always less, 

The other day I saw a German banker win eight 
thousand pounds in an hour and a half, but he lost it all

The notorious Wells, “ The man who broke the bank at 
Monte Carlo,” never got away from the place with a 
penny piece.

The whole s was simply a long succession of 
colossal lies told with a view to getting money out of 
credulous investors for the ‘“‘ system" which he professed 
to have discovered, and no doubt the Casino authorities 
were very glad to back up all of his mendacious 
statements. 

By way of showing the two sides that there almost 
invariably are to tales of great gains at Munte Carlo, let 
me tell you of a case which occurred a little more than 
two ago. 

The prince of London money-lenders won in a few 
days no less a'sum than £30,000. He and his wife played 
together, and each put ap ‘the maximom—£480—every 
time. He took this huge baal away with him, the envy 
of every bler on the Riviera t is one side of 
the question. 

An acquaintance of mine, who knows him, congratu- 
lated him upon his phenomenal luck. “ Yes, old chap,” 
was. the reply, “I’ve done: well this year. But I've been 
to Monte Carlo every season for the last twelve yea 
and before thia one have never left less than £10, 
behind me. So I’ve got a good bit to make up yet.” That 
is the other side. 

The fact that the bank makes the colossal profit of 
£800,000 a year proves conclusively that winners must be 
very few and far between. 

Another feature of the place which is grossly 
exaggerated by sensational writers is the agonising scenes 
which are constantly occurring in the Rooma, I bave 
been in them scores of times, and have oever seen any- 
thing of the kind, though, of course, they do occur 
occasionally, 

One night last week, for instance, I am told that a 
young wife was to be seen weeping bitterly and doing 
all she could to drag her husband from 4 roulette table, 
where he was losing steadily. But this sort of thing is 
most exceptional. However, if such a scene only 
occarred once in a year it would be a sufficiently bitter 
a against the existence of a place where it is possi-

. Again, one never sees “ the great piles of gold” which 
have 20 often been described as lying in front of the players, 
It is anusual to see more than thirty or forty louis before 
a player, and if s man plays high it is invariably with the 
dirty, insiguificant-looking notes of the Bank of Fr 
simply because the croupiers always pay any amount o: 
twenty-five louis and upwards witb them. 

Nobody with a ecrap of moral sense could fail to deeply 
deplore the existence of the Casino at Monte Carlo, but 
the evil which it does is absolutely insignificant compared 
with that wrought by the Turf at home, Players at 
Monte Carlo are almost all of them well-to-do people, 
who can, as a rule, afford their losses. There are no 
facilities to enable mere boys to gamble like those which 
exist in the betting clubs that are to be found in almost 
every British town. 

As to the ruin of the wealthy, I venture to assert that 
more rich men and women gamble away. their’ fortunes 
in London in: one year than.at Monte Carlo in ten.. The 
evil of the place is in its openness, but even from that

So I have seen and heard of men being forbidden 
admission becanse they had on tennis shoes, or flannels, 
or even a colour-d shirt, and turn-down collar to match, 
It seems very absurd, doesn’t it, when you only just want 
to look at some people throwing their money away, or 
perhaps to throw away a little yourself? They even ask 
you to turn down your trousers if you attempt to enter 
the rooms with them rolled up. . 2s . 

The'man I pity is he who thinks that he has hit a 
a syatem’by which he can make a certainty of winning, 
Tt is o to say that no such thing exists, The 
chances of a certain number or colour coming up are 
always exactly even. Yet there are always scores of 
players with nute-books filled with portentous calcula- 
tions on which they base their play, and in which they 
put their faith with a confidence which refuses to be 
shaken, and which is positively pathetic in its complete- 
-_ They always work so oh iy on peper, those perfect 
systems, 

The time and place to atudy the regular gambler is 
between a quarter to twelve and twelve o'clock at the 
dvors of the gambling saloon, These open at noon, and 
all who waut to make sure of a seat at the tables wait 
before them in @ lugse crowd for the bour to atrike. The 
veal gambler must have a seat, for he cannot well follow 
the intricacies of the game if he is one of the crowd that 
stand behind the chairs around each table, 

No. occupation, except that of the chimaey sweep, writes 
itself so plainly upon the: faces of ite followers as does 
gambling. Toe persistent. gambler can always be - 
nised by his eyes, and the tale which they tell is usually 
enpniaed by the furrowed brow and anxious, twitehing 
mou 

As twelve o'clock sounds the doors are thrown open, 
and in rashes the mob, men and women racing for their 
favourite places—for your gambler is always super- 
stitious, and asually bas an asaortment of silly ideas 
about the good and luck which certain seats at cer- 
tain tables will Deig ias 

_And so they settle down to another draught of the 
bitter-sweet mixture which only the gambler knows, a 
mixture whose bitters so nearly drown its sweets that 
the futuity of its partakers is quite incomprehensible to 
those who have been so fortunate as to Kes ite taste 
away from their lips. The croupiers begin their mono- 
tonous task, the dull green of the tables is relieved by 
the gleam. of coins and the dirty grey of notes, and for 
another twelve hours. the tide of human emotions ebbe 
and ‘flows'‘round the tables. : 

And thus it ever is, for the Rooms at Monte Carlo are 
pen from twelve till twelve on every day of the year.
